DOCTOR WARNS 


Influenza, Scattered Cases 
Of Scarlet Fever 
In County 


Dr. A. A. McKinnon, county physi- 
cian, said Wednesday night there are 
“lots of colds, some influenza ‘and a 
few scattered cases of scarlet fever in 
the county.” 

He declared he did not believe this 
should interfere with plans for resum- 
ing schools on Monday where possible 
and added there is no cause for alarm. 

Avoid crowds as much as possible, 
go to bed and stay there if you have a 
fever and call your physician. ‘These 
with the ordinary health precautions 
were advised by Dr. McKinnon to all 
who would avoid serious illness. 

“Lots of people have colds. Many of 
them the doctors don’t hear of,” he 
added. ‘We have had only one death 
in the county recently as a result of 
pneumonia. 

“The few cases of scarlet fever are 
scattered. We have one case in Plac- 
erville, another in Georgetown, one in 
Pilot Hill and another in Rescue. 


“We have had two new cases this; 


week, both in the same family, and 
had one new case last week.” 

Dr. McKinnon said he does not be- 
lieve that the influenza has yet reached 
its crest in the county and expects 
that it may the last of this week. 

“But we have no epidemic,’ he con- 
cluded.
